THE OHIO LEGISLATURE. 


The Hamilton County Delegation Admitted 
to their Seats. 

CotumBus, January 4.—The democratic 
house caucus this morninig selected Mr. Cole 
for speaker, Mr. Zeigler for speaker pro tem, 
and the old officers. General Robinson called 
the house to order. As their names were 
called members ranged themselves before the 
speaker’s desk to deliver their certificates of 
election, the oath of office being administered 
by the supreme court Judge Johnson. As the 
Hamilton county delegation ranged themselves 
before the speaker, Mr. Hillis reso and de- 
manded that their certificates 
be read. “This was started on, when 
Mr. Washburn offered a protest. This was not 
read, and the question was raised that Hillis 
bad not taken the oath of office. Robinson 
decided that as he was onlya temporary officer, 
he was obliged to accept the certificates as 
prima facie evidence of élection. Cowgill of- 
fered a resolution setting forth that their cer- 
tificateg were clouded by fraud, which was 
permitted to be read and ruled out of order. 
The members w.re then sworn in amid lond 
applause on the democratic side. Both 
branches of the legislature organized by the 
election of the caucus nominees, John C. Ea- 
trekin being made speaker and Mr. O'Neill 
yresident pro tem of the senate. 


INTO THE STREAM. 


A Fatal Accident to a Train on the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad. 


HARRISBURG, Pa., January 4.—About half- 
past eight o’clock this evening the local east- 
bound freight train on the Penusylvania rail- 
road was. crossing the bridge at Sterman’s 
creek, near. Dungannon, fifteen miles from 
here, when one of the spans,weakened by high 
water, gave way and precipitated the engine 
and eight cars into the stream, 
which empties at that point 
into the Susquehanna river. Five men went 
down with the wreck. Two of the crew suc- 
ceeded in rescuing the engineer, who Was 
badly hurt. The brakeman, named Turbit, 

as gotten on shore and conveyed to the sta- 
tion at Duncan, where he died. Conductor 
Nall is. reported dead, and the fireman 
and two brakeman missing. Several 
land slides occurred at other points on the 
road, but were discovered in time _ to 
prevént accident. The storm of today was one 
of the most severe that has ever visited this 
vicinity. The streams in the neighborhood of 
Harrisburg are swo)len beyond their banks. 
The lower stories ot the houses are flooded, 
and the rain at midnight shows no sign of 
abatement. Throughout the entire Cumber- 
land valley much damage has been done,

THE STREAMS RISING. 


The Susquehanna River Overtlowing—The 
Damage Done. 

WILLIAMSPORT, Da. January 4.—Rain has 
been falling here heavily all day and evening. 
The small are overflowing and the 
Susquehanna river is rising fast. Dispatches 
received from points up the river report all 
the streams are high. A flood is inevitable, 
and-predictions are made that the river will 
be higher than for years. Heavy land slides 
bave occurred near Montgomery and at other 
points east of here. This evening the 
train from the east was three hours behiad 
time, and since it passed the points of the worst 
slides, the track has been completely olbstruc- 
ted. AJjl the freight frains will be held for the 
night. The bridges over the small streams on 
the south side of the river, at this place have 
been wasbed away, aud travel ou the public 
rozds is wholly interrupted. The reservoir at

THE BLIZZARD’S WORK. 


Mantles the Great North- 
west. 

CHICAGO, January 4.—The severe snow and 
sleet storm, which has been raging throughout 
the northwest since Saturday, has seriously 
interfered with the telegraph wiresin all di- 
rections. Ail the lines west of here are down, 
and communication east is very uucertain. A 
cispatch from Sioux City, Iowa, last night re- 
ports a blizzard there. It has been snowing 
and blowing steadily since Saturday, and there 
is already snow tothe depth ofa foot on the 
ground, and no signs of the storm abating. At 
Des Moines and Omaha heavy snow stormis are 
reported anda St. Paul dispatch reports simi- 
lar storms throughout Minnesota and Dakota. 
The cold wave signalis flying from the signal 
s. rv:ce building here. 

LINCOLN, Neb., January 4.—The snow has 
ceased fallingin this vicinity, but the wind 
continues, though with less velocity. This is 
the worst biockade known in years, and ex- 
tends from the Missouririver toa point 189 
miles west. The snow fences have been no 
protection for the roads, as the snow has drift- 
ed over them and across cuts twenty feet 
deep. It will all have to be shovelled out, as 
itis too hard forthe snow plows. The Bur- 
lington main line has trains moving at snail 
pace, but the branch lines will be closed for 
ten days or longer. The temperature is mild, 
not going below fifteen degrees above zero.

RAILROAD REGULATION. 


THE RIGHT OF STATE CONTROL 
INDORSED. 


The Supreme Court of the United States Decides 
the Mississfppi Railroad Commission Cases 
Upholding the Principle of the State 
Control—Other Decisions Rendered. 


WASHINGTON, January 4.—A decision was 
rendered by the supreme court today in the 
erse of John M. Stone and others, composing 
the railroad commission of the state of Missis- 
sippi, against the Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
company, appeal fromthe circuit court of the 
district of Mississippi. This is one of the Mis- 
sissippi railroad commission cases, It was 
brought by the Farmers’ Loan and Trust com- 
pany, of Néw York, to enjoin the railroad com- 
mission of Mississippi from enforcing against 
the Mobile and Ohio railroad Co., provisions 
of the statute of Mississippi, passed in 1851., to 
provide for regulations of freight and passen- 
ger rates on the railroad in the state, and for 
other purposes. The statute declares that 
railroads in the state are public highways over 
which all persons have equal rights, and makes 
any discrimination in ratesa penal offense. 
It further provides for appointmentof a board 
of commissioners,and confers upon it the power 
of revising the tariff of charges, and of excr- 
cisipg a certain degree of supervision over the 
roads, The companies are required to make 
certain reports periodically to the commission- 
ers. The officers of the roads made liable toa 
fine for the violation of or non-compliance 
with the provisions of the act, which fine may 
be collected through the courts. This and 
certain other acts relating to the chartering 
and control of the railroads of the state are 
cited at length in the opinon. The circuit 
court rendered a decree allowing the injunc- 
tion, and from that decree the commissioners 
appealed. 

‘The argument in support of the decree is 
that the statute under which the commis- 
sioners are to act, impairs the obligation of the 
charter contract of the company; that it is a 
regulation of commerce among states; that it 
denies the company the equal protection of 
the laws, and deprives it of its property with- 
cut due process of law; that it con- 
fers both legislative and judicial powers upon 
the commission, and is thus repugnant to the 
constitution of Mississippi, and that it is void 
of its face by reason of its inconsistencies and 
uncertainties. 

The supreme court finds that the charter of 
the company contains no contract, tne obliga- 
tions of which is in any way impaired by the 
statute under which the commissieners are to 
act. It finds thatthe commission in e@xX- 
press terms, prohibited by the act of the legis- 
lature, from interfering with the charges of 
ihe company for the transportation of persons 
or property through Mississippi from one state 
to another. The commissioners have as vet 
undertaken nothing in conflict with 
the constitution of the United States. The 
great purposes, it so says, of the statute in 
Guestion is to fix the maximum of charges, and 
to regulate in some matters of police, the na- 
ture and use of railroads in the state. In its 
general scope it is constitutional, and it applies 
equally to all persons or corporations owning 
or operating railroadsin the state. The su- 
preme court of the state of Misgigmtppi has al- 
ready declared that the statute fs* not repug- 
naut to the state constitution, and in this opin- 
jioh the supreme court of the United States 
congurs. The opinion says: 

Ivts dificult to understand precisely on what 
ground we are expected to decide that this statute 
isso inconsistent and uncertain as to render it 
absolutely void on its face. The argument on this 
branch of the controversy contains much that 
might have been useful if addressed to the legisla 
ture while considering the bill, before its final en- 
actment, but we find nothing in it to show that the 
Statut#, as it now stands, is altogether void and 
inoperative. When the commission has acted, and 
ploceedings are had to enforee what tnev have 
done, questions my arise as to the validity of some 
ol the vagious provisions which will be worthy of 
considestion, but we are unable to say that, as the 
w hole, the statute is invalid. 

The decree of the circuit court was reversed, 
and the cause remanded with instructions to 
dismiss the bill. The opinion was delivered 
by the chief justice. Justices Field and Har- 
lan dissented from certain of the opinions ex- 
pressed, but concurred in the judgment. Jus- 
tice Blatchford did not sit in this case, or take 
any part in its decision. 

In the two other cases, those of John M. 
Stone, et al, the railroad commissioner of Mis- 
sissippi, the appealants, vs. the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad company, and the same appeal- 
ents, vs. the New Orleans and Northwestern 
railroad company, decisions were rendered in 
accordance with the decisions in the Stone vs. 
the Farmers Loan and Trust Co. Justice 
Blatchford took no part in these cases, 

THE PORT AND THE CITY, 

Other decisions were rendered by the court 
2s follows: No. 93—Port of Mobile against 
Henry Watson. Thecity of Mobile, in its cor- 
porate name, issued bonds to aid in the con- 
struction of the railroad, and made provision 
for a special annual tax to be applied to the 
bouds. The legislature * of Ala- 
hama, in 1579, passed an act to vacate 
the annual charter of the city of 
Mobile, and On the same day passed another 
act to incorporate the port of Mobile, compris- 
ing the chief part of the territory and all the 
taxable property formerly included within the 
limits of the city. Watson became the own- 
er of some of the bonds issued by the city, and 
sucd the port of Mobile for their payment. He 
obtained judgment, but no property could be 
found upon which to levy.- He then prayed 
for a writ of mandamus to compel the munici- 
pal authorities ofthe portto assess and levy a 
tax for the satisfaction ofhisjudgment. The 
authcrities denied that they were the success- 
ors of the governmentof the city, and bound- 
ed for the city’s debts The 
circuit court issued its mandamus 
thatthe tax be levied and the money. 
collected to satisfy Watson’s judgment, with 
interest, ‘This judgment is affirmed. he sn- 
preme court is of opimion that the port is the 
legal successor of thé city and liable for its 
debts. Opinion by Justice Woods.

HUNTINGTON'S SCHEME. 


A Combination which Brings Together 1,828 
Miles of Road, 

CINCINNATI, January 4.—It is stated here 
that C. P. Huntington will consolidate all his 
property cast of the Mississippi river at an 
early"date. The Newport News and the 
Mississippi Valley railroad is to be the title of 
the new company, which embraces the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio, extending from Newport News 
to Huntington, West Va., 531 miles; the Eliza- 
bethton, Lexington and Big Sandy, Hunting- 
ton to Lexington, Ky., 139 miles; the Chesa- 
peake, Ohio and Southwestern, Louisville to 
Memphis, 392 miles; the Louisville, New Or- 
leans and Texas, Memphis to New Orleans, 533 
miles, and the Kentucky Central, 254 miles. 
These roads, with an aggregate’ mileage of 
1,828 miles, are to be under one general mat- 
agement. The Maysville and Big Sanday road 
will be-extended from Ashland, Ky., to Cin- 
cinnati this year. This will shorten the dis- 
tance about sixty miles,

DIME NOVEL THIEVES. 


A Daring and Unique Robbery in Cincin- 
nati, Ohio. 


CINCINNATI, January 4.—A daring and 
unique robbery took place on the Harrison 
pike, jutt outside the city limits, at an early 
hour Sunday morning, the burglars being mere 
boys, who wore masks and cenducted them- 
selves in regular dime novel style. Theodore 
Wolfe lives in a smal! house @ little apart from 
bis neighbors. His wife, who was alone in the 
house, was abed and asleep. She was awakened 
by a knock at the front doer, accompanied by 
the summons: “Open this door, or we'll break 
it down. We are robbers.” And then, while 
the woman 4lmost fainted with fear, the threat 
was executed, and the masked marauders stood 
before her. “Where's your money and your 
silverware?” demanded one of the robbers, The 
woman detected the voice of a boy attempting 
to speak like a man. She refused to 
give up her valuables, and one of the raffiins 
threw heruponthe floor. The other went 
through the house scattering everything to 
right and left, and pocketing whatever struck 
his fancy. When the house had been thor 
oughly rified, two youthful robbers made good 
their escape, and have not yet been arrested, 
nor is the identity of either known to Mrs. 
Wolfe. When Wolfe returned, searcely half 
an hour after the robbery had been committed 


he found his wife nearly overcome with feans 


and she has been dangerously ill ever since. 


A WARNING TO FRANCE. 


Protests Agaiast the Protection 
Given to Spanish Rebels. 

PARIS, January 4.—The Gaulois today prints 
a dispatch from its Madrid correspondent which 
represents that Germany has been complaining 
of France’s tolerance of Carlist conspirators on 
French territory. The correspondent says that 
Count Von Munster, German ambassador at 
Paris, was recently instructed to advise M. 
DeFreycinet, French foreign minister, that 
Germany would not be a passive witness 
of the laxity of - France- in keeping 
order on the Spanish frontier, if revo'lutionists 
should succeed in ineiting an insurrection in 
Spain, Count Von Munster pointed out to M. 
DeFreycinet that France had been allowing 
the Carlists to have an asylum on the Spanish 
irpptier, and to receive arms and money tn 
violation of international rights. These facts 
have been reported to Senor Moret, Spanish 
foreign minister, by Count Von Soims Son- 
nenwaldec, German minister at Madrid.

‘The measure also provides that the county 
beards shall have control of the traffic in li- 
quor, and that the central council shall have a 
voice in appointing the magistracy.

Taxing Professional Men. 

CaLcuTtTa, January 4.—The Indian govern- 
ment has introduced a bill in the legislative 
council, imposing a tax of two per cent on the 
incomes of professional men and officials of all 
classes, who have hitherto been exempt from 
income tax. The imposition of the tax is nec- 
essary to cover the deficit in the budget of 
two million pounds, arising from expenditures 
caused by military preparations when it was 
thought there would be war with Russia, by 
the depreciation of the vrice of silver.

The water works arein better condition than 
ever before, except in one particular, and that is 
the all-important one of quality of water. It is 
muddy, and the increase of population and manu- 
factories on the watershed, with the consequent 
washing from priviesand offals, puts the water 
woder a ban thatis beyond the. search of human 
wirdcm or skill tocompletely remedy as long as 
the present source of supply is used. The present 
location was never intended to be perma 
nent. Navyor Hancock saidin one of his messaces 
when the works were begun, thatthe Chattahvo- 
chee and country north of Peachtree was the ulti- 
mate scuree of supply. 

The same thing has been often repeated by mem- 
bers of the water board-and succeeding admin.s- 
trations. The Poole creek cannot be used with- 
out moving the works, because Poole creek is thtr- 
ty-ight feet lowerthan the suction pipeat the 

wimps: or you would have to build another dam 
n the Poole creek to raise the water to the necessa- 
ry levei and this would simply muke another body 
of muddy water like that we already have. If we 
have to move at all, let us go tothe -right place at 
once and be done with it. A muddy and -sus- 

jicious water is not what the people deserve to 
Lave, It is unmerchantable; and this, I think, is 
the real reason why the number of consumers in 
Atlanta does not compare favorably with the num- 
ber in other cities. append hereto a carefully 
prepared table, taken from the standard work of 
statistics on water supplies for the purpose of com- 
paring our situation in this respect with other 
cities of geperatice approximating our own, 
to which I invite careful attention. 
From this table youwill see that if we were up to 
the average there would be about four 
thousand five hundred taps instead of- seventeen 
hundred, as we at present have; and the city’s in- 
come from waterworks would be over one hundred 
thousand gollars per annum, which would pay all 
expenses of thar department and al! interest on 
wetervworks bonds and leave asurplus for general 
yall poser. ‘There are, say, nine thou- 
fand hovwes in the city, only two 
thousand or less use the water. The reason that 
the other seven do not demand thatthe water be 
brought to them, or use it if already at their doors, 
is becaure the water isso inferior. I think that 
every energy should be bent towards supplying the 
people with a water that is reasonably clear a) 
that has not flowed through any 
bles, cesspools or privies. 

The artesian well is undergoing a most thorough 
and praciical test by the city engineer and = super- 
inteudent of water works. Every precaution is 
taken against mistakes, and if found that it is 
practicable, with due economy to pump water 
permanently from the depth where it is 
found, the well should be utilized as faras 
t will go, forasupply. So faras th: test has gone 
at the time of writing this report,a capacity of only 
146,000 galions per day has been developed, whici 
is only about one-fifteenth cf the quantity needed 
for a day's supply, though much is noped for. To 
turn this small quantity of good clear water into 
the street mains,it would simply be lost in the more 
or lees muddy water with which it would mix. To 
Jay separate mains or adopt a_ system of 
separate mains for the clear water, 
would cost many thousand dollars, and I! 
doubt whether a double system ought to be started 
unless you make up your minds to have it general 
and thorough throughout the city. There is no sort

But 2s 10 the well we have already got, the case is 
different. We should make the most we can of 
that, and see what we can do with it, and feel our 
Way very carefully as tothe future, As to boring 
others an analysis of the artesian well water made 
by Mr. McCandles, of Atlanta, a young chemist of 
tine attainments and capacity, and [ herewith lay 
before you agrees very well with that made by Pro- 
fessor White for the siate agricultural department. 

The deep public interest in the well shows how 
keenly alive the people are to the necessity of pure 
water. It is not merely water—any sort of water— 
but pure water that is wanted. If, however, it be 
found that, owing to mechanical difficulties and 
expeuse of running a pump in the well, that it can- 
not be used, then we must take counsel of facts and 
reakon, and not of hopes, and accept the result 
with dune philosophy.

No common sense 
man can examine the ground and observethe water 
in difierent streams available, and study the sub- 
ject as ]) have done without being much impressed 
with the outlook in the quarter I have indicated. 
Long Island creek is afsomewhat clearer stream 
than Nances, but it is four miles further off, and 
would cost more to gotoit. It is, however, on the 
fame line, and you can extend the pipes to and 
take in the latter whenever you get ready.

SANITARY ASPAIRS. 

The public health has been, under a beneficent 
Providence, reasonably good during the past year.

cus ccnsideration, The apportionment at the be- 
ginning of the year was $26,000. Under the present 
ry Siem estLe clty grows, winless some remedy be 
i Lud, ihe expense willbé more and more each 
(ar; and asthe wagonsand mules become worn 
vul. cr less able for service, the expense of reparing 
apd 1 placing them will doubtless be heavily in- 
creased in the vear fature. Leis very questionable 
vl ether it would not be wise for the city, ia lieu ot 
ihe yresevt system, to «expend fifteen or twenty 
theusand dollars per year in extending small water 
rairs, and leying small and smooth sapitary 
sewers, a work that would be permanently service- 
elie. Whatis expended on wagons aud inules and 
drivers ard provisions or forage and salaries, is 
gone and never comes back. Counting interest 
at five yer cent, (the rate which the city at 
pre-ent pays) $27,000 per annum would represent a 
caepitelization of £500,000. If one-fourth of that 
sum were judiciously expendedin extending water 
mginsendin smali sewers ramifying as far as 
practicable to points now served by sanitary carts, 
the annual interest charged for the same would be 
only $6,250, an annual saving to the city of nearly 
€:6.000, If the present plan is to be adhered to, re- 
newed and most persistent efforts should be made 
to: realize something from. sale of the ma 
terial hauled off as fertilizer, and possibly some 
compensating results might thus be obtained in a 
m<cnetary point of view. I have no doubtthat the 
material hauled.away to the dumping ground, and 
at present almost Jost is intrinsically worth perhaps 
half what the city expends or more, and, yet, 
sirange to say, ihe farmers or agricuitural interests 
in the neighborhood of the eity to 
cculd be readily delivered do not bid tor 
practically it is unsalable.

Tle city raised over $5,000 actual worth of farm 
and garden products the last yearon the stockade 
feim mainly by judicious use of this fertilizer—a 
tongable fact that ought toopen the eyes of farm- 
ers near ihe city, andopenthe way fur use by 
them, 

The table of mortality statistics shows the death 
raie 10 be 15.06 per thousand for the whites, and 
316 per thousand of the colored population. This 
isa fine record for tne white people; very muca 
better than that of cities at a distance inhabited 
almost exclusively by whites, such as New York or 
ierden, where the death rate is approximately 
iwenty in the thousand. 

Put why this difference ‘here with us be- 
tuwecn white and colored? The above  fig- 
ures, Which are based on data of absolute verity, 
are startling. They show the death rate of the 
colored population to be nearly two .and one-half 
tin.es greater than thatof the whites. I believe 
that if goed clear water were supplied to all the 
lower levels of the city where so many of the col- 
ocd people live, and their contaminated wells 
were all filled ip and obliterated, a very marked 
Change for the better would immediately appear. 

CONCLUSION. 

I cannot refrain from alluding again to the very 
pleasant fact that your deliberations haye been so 
remarkably free from asperities or needless debate.

THE ROMAN COUNCIL. 


‘The Avnual Report of the City Officers— 


The Revenue of the City. 

Romer, Ga., January 4.— (Special.] — The 
mayor and council of 1885 tonight received 
reports of cfficers for the past year. They 
chowcd that the affairs of the city have been 
remarkably well administered, and that Rome 
is in a healthy and prosperous condition. 

It appears that the revenue of the city from 
all sources during the past year has been $59,- 
630.86. Ot this amount $11,000 were received 
from licenses; from street tax, $2,000; from 
waterworks, $4,877; from police court, $1,640; 
frcm tax on real and personal property, 332,- 
F500. Other amounts were received from 
Various sources. 

The total disbursements during the year 
amounted to $59,777.73. Of this amount, there 
was appropriated to street department $1,- 
(€5.62; to water \works, $2,322.23; salaries, 
$12,422.57; public schools, $8,407; sinking fund, 
£5.(CO; interest on bonded debt, $20,000. Tae 
1ate of taxation during the past year has been 
cne per ée The total amount appropriated 
for public schools since their inauguration in 
June, 1883, has been $21,589.40. The present 
hondcd debt of the city is $327,100. The sum 
of $5,000 is set apart each year to pay the prin- 
cipal of this debt. . 

With the annexation of De Soto, which is 
now known as the fourth ward, our territory 
bas been largely “increased. One thousand 
ecu's have been added to our population, and 
kome's taxable real and personal property will 
this year reach the neighborhood of four mil- 
lions of dollars. 

Well may Mayor King and his council feel 
proud of their administration, for it has been 
one of the most successful in the history of the 
city. Two vears ago Mr. King 
Wis elected by an overwhelming 
majority, and he has not disappointed 
those who so enthusiastically supported him. 
He cntered cflice as the youngest mayor Rome 
bas ever had, and he retired with the good 
will and best wishes of all our people. Tire 
retiring members of council, Messrs. W. T. 
McWilliams, S.M. Knoxand W.H. Adkins 
aiso Geserve greatcredit forthe manner in 
which they have guarded the city’s interests. 
And to Mr. M. A. Nevin, the efiicient clerk of 
counci) and ex-mavyor of the city, is due also in

Two thousand dollars worth of ‘whisky was 
sold in Quitman during Christmas week. 


A dead regro was found in Gum creek, Dooly 
county, one day last week. A bullet hole was 
found in his left breast. 


A fleet of thirteen vessels was seen at Cook 
sros., and Reppard & Co.’s wharves, Bruns- 
wick, one day this week. 


Miss Amy C, Underwood, daughter of Mr. J. 
L. Underwood, of the Camilla Clarion, has 
been elected principal of the Leesburg acade- 
my. 

Dr. Wiliiam Parker, coroner of Clinch 
county, is dead. He was the son of Editor 
Parker, of the Land Agent, published at Pear- 
sop, in Coffee county. 

A negro man named Elijah Donaldson, was 
shot and killed about three miles from Quit- 
man in a difficulty with other negroes. The 
fight occurred at the house of Deannah Adams, 
colored. Donaldson was instantly killed by a 
pistol ball which passed through his head. 

The Coweta Advertiser says: The darkey 
that. attempted to elope from Carrollton last 
Saturday did not make much of a success out of 
the job. He landed here in Newnan with 
his uvew Angelina, but a telegram froma de- 
serted wife and three children acted as a brake 
tipon his further progress. He now languish- 
eth in the bastile of the “free state.” 

Mr. A. L. Beckwith, of Schley county, killed 
six hegs, one day this week, which weighed 
eighteen hundreds pounds, an average of three 
hundred pounds. The largest one weighed 
four hundred pounds. Mr. M. G. Logan, of 
Sumter, killed two which weighed seven hun- 
dred and sixty pounds; the largest one weigh- 
ing four hundred and thirty, and the smallest 
three hundred and thirty pounds. 

Mrs. Lacy Thomson, living near Gardi, sta- 
tion 35 on the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad, met with a serious accident 
on Christmas eve night last. She was nearthe 
fireplace, and, taking a fit of some kind, fell 
into the fire head foremost. Her little boy, 
who was the only one present, screamed for help, 
and at thesame time tugged away to pull his 
mother out of the fire. But he was unequal 
to the task and only partially succeeded, when 
help came, but too late, for she was so badly 
burned that she died on Saturday following. 

During the vear just ended Coroner Dixon, 
of Chatham county, held fifty-eight inquests 
and forty-three investigations. Eight inquests 
were held in March, seven in June and August, 
five in Janvary, February, September and De- 
ccmber each, four in April and the same num- 
ber in May; three in October and November, 
and but twein July. Only two investigations 
were made during July. Twelve of the in- 
quests were upon persons accidentally 
drowned, The first murder in- 
vestigated in 1885 was that of 
Im] Pfluger in the latter part of March. After 
that inquests were held in six shooting cases. 
There was one suicideby pistol, and one by 
jumping from a window. One inquest was on 
a boy killed by a street car, and five in cases of 
parties killed on railroads. Four ofthe kill- 
ings were done by knives. One death investi- 
gated was caused by lightning, one by sun- 
stroke, one by whisky and, exposure, and one 
hy falling from a window. Early in thé year 
several deaths caused by want and exposure 
were investigated. 

Criflin News: The boys have always besn 
joking Fil Morris about being a bachelor, so on 
Thursday he concluded to get even with them, 
and told them that he had decided to end his 
old wavs with the old year and get married 
that night. He sent Charlie Doe to get a mar- 
riage license, and staried off in the direction of 
Hampton, where his alleged bride was suppos- 
ed to live, telling Butler Hudson to come up 
and meet the party on the way. Mr. Hudson 
started about 9 oclock and met 
Mr. Morris on his way,. but 
failed to recognize him and after inquir- 
ing if he had seen anything ofa bridal party, 
passed on, while Morris returned home and 
went to bed. Ben Blantonand one or two 
others also started out to meet the party, but 
scon turned back. Hudson, however, proceed- 
ed all the way to Hampton, and returning 
about two o’clock in the morning, found Char- 
lie Doe and his family sitting up while the 
wedding feast awaited the bride and groom. 
They finally tumbled to the fact that they had 
been sold, and are still rather sore on the sub- 
ject, while Morris remains a happy and con- 
tented bachelor.

wagons ; children cannot. go to school in 
many cases, nor adults to church. Society 
Stagnates. There are plenty of railroads, 
but the people cannot go to or from the rail- 
roads over the wretched and almost bettom- 
less highways. 

Our highway policy is simply indefensi- 
ble. Repairs are made in such a way that 
they do not repair the. roads against 
bad weather. The taxpayer should pay his 
share of the highway taxes as he pays any 
other tax, and the policy of allowing them 
to work when, and how and almost where 
they please, should he abolished. We have 
outgrown snch methods. Roadmaking should 
be done byskilled men, or at least under the 
superintendence of a road-maker. The em- 
ployment of the convicts of a section, under 
the guidance of a competent official, is a 
plan that is widely approved, and if the plan 
was adopted in every county, there would 
soon be a network of roads throughout the 
state as good.as any that Tennessee or Vir- 
ginia can boast. 

The roads of England and France and oth- 
er European countries are proof against all 
kinds of weather. They are hard, durable 
and easily kept in repair. No wagons are 
mired in such roads: stalled. <A 
span of horses can drawa load upon them 
that would astonish a farmer who has never 
been out of this state. Evenn Canada there 
are “good roads, and in many parts of the 
northern states the country roads have been 
brought up to the English standard. The 
southern towns should take this matter in 
hand. If Atlanta had hard roads leading in 
all directions—one, for example, to Dablon- 
ega and beyond, would not our mountain 
trade be largely increased ? Would not the 
country through which it passed be rapidly 
developed, and the results felt here ? 
And so to other directions and other 
towns. Georgia needs better country roads, 
and we neediiot expect to attract many im- 
migrants or to see a considerable develop- 
ment of the resources of the state until we 
have them.

HIS SOUL TAKES ITS FLIGHT TO 
THE SPIRIT LAND. 


One of Atianta’s Oldest and Truest Citizens Passes 
to the World. Beyoad, After an MBluess of 
Orly a Few Days-A Brief History of 
His Life—Funeral Preparations. 


At twelve minutes to-two o'clock yesterday 
afternoon Mr. John Neal breathed his last, and 
his spirit took its flight to the spirit land. 

When the death ange! came the dying man 
was surrounded by his devoted family. He 
passed away without a struggle. 

The deceased was born in Warren county, 
Ga., September 19th, 1796. He resided in 
Eatonton, Ga., until 1824, at which period he 
moved to Pike county, Ga. He was one of the 
first settlers of Pike, having assisted in the 
organization of the county and the location of 
the county seat, and did perhaps as much -as 
any other citizen in moulding public sentiment 
and politics of the county. No one ever 
lived in the county who possessed more numor- 
ous nor warmer friends, and his annual visits 
to Pike were pleasant epochs in his life. He 
moved from Pike county to Atlanta in 
the year 1858, where he has resided since. He 
bad two sons killed in battle, the elder, Colonel 
James Henry Neal, commanding the .19th 
Georgia infantry, and Andrew J. Neal, lieuteu- 
ant in Marion (Florida) battery. He leaves a 
wife. with whom hé has lived fifty-one years, 
and five children, namely ¢ Mr. T. B. Neal, 
Mrs. Judge Daniel Pittman, Mrs. Captain John 
Keely, Mrs. E. Hs Thornton, all of this city, 
and Mrs. Mary A. Murrell, of Little Rock, Ark. 
His only living son, Mr. ‘T. B. Neal, of -Louisi- 
ana, at the request of his father, came to At- 
lantn several months ago to take chargé of his 
business. Mr. Neal had realized for some time 
that he must soon pass beyond the river, and 
he desired his son to be with hun. 

Mr. Neal was a man ofa sincere,. tender antl 
affectionate nature. He loved his family with 
the love ofawoman. Thelife ofa patriarch 
was his ideal. He wished to be continually 
surrounded by his children and their children. 
To this end, being a man of ample means, he 
reared in this city at different times two large 
mansions Which he-deemed suitable accom- 
modate such a household. One of these is the 
house situated at the corner of Washirgton 
and Mitchell streets, and now oreupied by the 
hige school and which Sherman used as his 
headquarters. The ‘other 1S the 
home where he died. it. was 
the one desire and the most pleasing thought 
of his life to have gathered togethér under the 
paternal roof hi§ children and grandchildren, 
as one large family, with himself as the head 
and bountiful benefactor. For a considerable 

period he had the happiness to live in this 
manner, and when his children found it: pra- 
dent to establish homes of their own he gave 
them up with heartfelt grief. His affection for 
his kindred was not restricteg, however, to his 
immediate family. This narrow love is often 
but a form of-selfishness. His heart went out 
cenerously to those of his blood, wheréver 
situated, who needed a helping hand. Remit- 
tances of money and supplies 
of provision were often sent to such 
as a matter of course, and without 
mention. Indeed, he held in most hearty con- 
tempt, on the one hand, the mere ostentation 
of real virtue, and on the other the pretense 
of it when the substance was lackihg. Many 
of his poor relations were remembered in his 
las€ will. He dealt with this matter in a man- 
ner which showed that it had a firm: hold on 
his feelings. When his will was originaHy 
Grawn he gave them such annuities as his 
then estimate of his estate'made proper. After- 
wards he went carefully through his assets to 
make acloser valuation, and upon ascertaining, 
as he thought, that his means were larger than 
first supposed, he had a codicil prepared 
increasing these provisions. proportionately. 
Not only did he thus confer benefits upon the 
needy of his own kindred, but he dispensed a 
jiberal charity .to many hel pale 

His hospitality was, open handed. His 
home was the constant. resort of old friends 
and acquaintances. This virtue was’ specially 
conspicuous during the war. It found then 
additional stimulus in active devotion to a 
cause to which he had given two sons, - Many 
eonfederate soldiers received a warm welcome 
at his house, and many others had from his 
bands substantial relief. The writer reealls 
one occasion when he entertained at his Wash- 
ington street residence a whole company from 
Pike county. 

While Mr. Neal’s personal intimacies were 
lew, he was capable of the most confiding and 
faithful friendship. The word friendship is 
here used as indicating, not a mere association 
for interest or pleasurey but a real trust and 
attachment. He gave in the last few years a 
heautiful instance of this personal devotion. 
There resided within that period in another 
city of Georgia an old bachelor for whom Mr. 
Neal had entertained a_ friendship 
long standing. He died. Mr. 
Neal had two portraits of him 
painted. One now adorns the walls of his own 


sitting room and the other wassent to one of 


the gentleman’s relations living in Virginia, 
That proper respect should be shown by others 
tothe memory of his dead friend, he hada 
sketch of him prepared and though an infirm 
old man, he Went in person to the county 
where his friend had lived, called a public 
meeting, had the sketch readand suitable 
resolutions adopted in his honor, 

Mr. Neal was Known to the peeple of Atlan- 
ta principallyas a business man. In other 
counties Where he had formerly lived he had 
aiso heen an active politician. Hisconvictions 
were irmand his disposition when aroused 
ardent and determined.and he was according- 
Iya stronge partisan. He exerted a deci- 
ded local influence and was for several 
terms a member of the state legislature. His 
career in business was one of marked success. 
Ile began without means, with imperfect edu- 
cation, and under circumstances of no special 
advantage, and yet, when the war began, he 
had au estate which, aecording to his own con- 
servative estimate, was worth three hundred 
thousand dollars. While this handsome for- 
tune was being accumulated he reared a large 
family in the most respectable and liberal 
style, 
private securities, the war reduced his re- 
sources probably two-thirds. His financial 
condition, however, had been again improved, 
till at his death he leaves a handsome 
fortune, supposed to be near two hun- 
dred thousand dollars. He = invested 
generally with sound judgment, and 
followed his business with strict personal 
attention. Though he was solicitous to make 
money and insisted strenuously upon his pecu- 
niary rights, no one ever questioned his integ- 
rity. His conduct was alwaysthoroughly hon. 
est and just. He was punetiliously regardful 
ot his own obligations: They were to him law. 
He never for a moment challenged their au- 
thority or hesitated at their exactions. Indeed, 
in his intercourse with mankind he was in the 
trne sense of the term agentleman. He had a 
delicate consideration for the sensibilities and 
rights of others, He was incapable of imperti- 
nence or obtrusfy eness. 

Mr. Neal had a firm belief in christianity. 
He did not connect himself with any church 
till his long life was faradvanced. “He joined 
the Second Baptist church in Atlanta in 1839, 
when he was about sixty-four years old. He 
had, however, long beforethat much serious 
thought on religious subjects. In one of the 
first if@¢ms of a will which he executed about 
1654 he distimetly renounces confidence in 
human virtue as a basis of salvation and con- 
ditions all hope on the mercy of God. He di- 
rected that-a similar provision be inserted in 
his last will. Thus there comes to his chil- 
dren in the same instrument which conveys 
the ample provision of a generous and affect- 
ionate father the di ation.of a faith more 
valuable than anv‘arthly possession, 

During 9 ‘serions illness“which he had some 
year or.two since he contemplated some mod ifi- 
cation of this will and had it read to him with 
that view. When the passage above referred 
to was .reached he clasped his hands and 
said: “I thank God I believe that tothe ut- 
termost.” Since the decline in his health 
commenced he has frequently spoken of him- 
self as only waiting upon the Master's bidding 
and pleased at the.. prospect of exchanging the

TWO BUILDINGS BURNED. 


A Fire in a Snow Storm—<Accident to the 


Hook and Ladder Truck, 

About 9 o’cloek last night an alarm 
was turned in from box 46, corner of 
and Collins. 

The alarm was caused by the discovery ofa 
blaze in the rear of the store of J. A. Long, 
adjoining his residence, at the corner of Wheat 
aud Jackson streets. The doors were broken 
in, and an effort made to subdue the flames, 
This, however, was found impossible, as they 
were already under good headway. A strong 
breeze was blowing at the time, and the buiid- 
ing Was soon wrapped in flames. These spread 
rapidly to Mr. Long’s residence, adjoining, 
and the two buildings burned with much 
rapidity and without material hinderance, as 
there was no water accessible for fire purposes. 
Some Of the furniture was saved, but the stock 
of goods and the two buildings were totally de- 
stroyed. Whenthe fiames had very nearly 
consumed everything within their reach the 
firemen discovered a large pool of water at 
the mouth of the sewer running under Wheat 
street near Butler. The water was laying ina 
hole washed out by water flowing from the 
mouth of the sewer, and by reason ofthe heavy 
rains of the last few days the pool was full. 

A suction pipe was dropped into the pool.,and 
with the assistance of an engine a good stream 
was thrown on the flickering remains of the 
iwo buildings. By using this water the fire- 
men saved a dwelling on the lot adjoining the 
siore. coven 

While the flames were leaping into tne air 
encouraged to do their best by a stiff breeze 
that was hlowing at the time, and the large 
crowd that bad gatbered about the burning 
ruins looked on,unable to render any assistance, 
aheavy snow storm came up, causing the 
lookers on to scatter in every’ direction. The 
fall of snow lasted about twenty minutes, and 
was a beautiful sight as it came imcontact with 
the glare and light from the burning timbers. 
When the firemen left the scene not a vestige 
of the two buildings remained, with the ex- 
ception of two blackened chimneys. The 
buildings belonged to Mr. William Heath, of 
the firm of Tanner, Currier & Heath, and 
were partailly covered by insurance. The 
stock of goods at the store was also partialiv 
insured.
